If only you 
can get._a few black women interested, 
it is worth all the effort you make. It 
is the start that is hardest.

On Age Discrimination 
Dear Dr. Pannell: 7 
From recent news stories, and from 
an exchange of correspondence between 


- the Secretary of Health, Education and 


Welfare and myself, it would seem that 
the AAUW has been mentioned, in a 
tangentiai way, in a situation which at 
first glance appeared to involve a viola- 
tion of the spirit of Public Law 90-202, 
the Age Discrimination in Employment 
Act of 1967. Let me hasten to say that 
there was never the slightest suggestion 
that AAUW was involved other than 
wholly innocently. 

Mrs. Jean Hawkins of the Department 
requested the assistance of AAUW in re- 
cruiting qualified women for positions in 
HEW. Originally, she specified that they 
should be between the ages of 25 and 
35, but she subsequently raised the up- 
per limit to 50. Her afterthought was a 
step in the right direction, but either re- 
quest would be a clear violation of the 
principles of the 1967 statute, which 
forbids arbitrary age discrimination be- 
low the age of 65. 

1 wrote Secretary Finch about this, 
and he responded with assurances that 
the Department was not practicing age 
discrimination. However, there remained 
some questions about the specific posi- 
tions for which Mrs. Hawkins was recruit- 
ing. 

It is my hope and expectation that the 
Secretary will soon set my fears at rest 
and indicate that arbitrary age limits 
should not have been set for these posi- 
tions at either age level. 

The sole purpose of this letter is to 
acquaint you witi) the questions that 
have been raised, and to express the 
hope that you will shortly be hearing, if, 
indeed, you have not already, from the 
Department to the effect that they do 
not believe there is a shortage of quali- 
fied women between the ages of 50 and 
65. 

This minor transgression 
standing, | must certainly commend the 
Department of HEW for its good judg- 
ment in turning to your organization as 
a source of highly qualified Federal ex- 
ecutives.
